President  Ferry  congratulates  Nancy  Tilley  on  her 
major  achievements  at  Pine  Manor. 


The  largest  class  ever  to  graduate  from  Pine 
Manor  Junior  College  received  the  associate  in  arts 
degree  on  Tuesday,  June  12  at  the  college’s  fifty- 
first  commencement  exercises  in  Bardwell  Auditorium. 

Hugh  F.  McKean,  president  of  Rollins  College  in  Win- 
ter Park,  Fla.,  spoke  to  the  116  graduates  from  24  states, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  Philippine  Islands  about 
the  continuing  importance  of  “a  creative  personal  life”  in 
an  era  of  constantly  expanding  scientific  knowledge. 

“You  don't  live  in  the  Universe — you  live  in  the  world 
inside  you,”  he  said.  “Courage,  integrity,  and  honor  exist 
only  in  the  personal  world,  not  in  the  sky.” 

In  spite  of  the  wonders  of  scientific  discovery,  he  said, 
the  liberal  arts  are  as  vital  as  ever  because  they  are  con- 
cerned with  values. 

In  the  baccalaureate  sermon  Sunday  evening  Dr.  John 
O.  Mellin,  minister  of  the  First  Presbyterian  Church  of 
New  York  City,  told  the  class  of  1962  that  they  must 
choose  between  three  ways  of  regarding  life — as  a “long 
headache  on  a dark  street,  an  automatic  subway  down,  or 
a pilgrimage.”  He  urged  the  seniors  to  see  it  as  “a  creative 
pilgrimage,  a purposeful  journey.” 

At  commencement  exercises  Mrs.  Marguerite  Brodeur 
Lee,  retiring  head  of  the  speech  department  and  a mem- 
ber of  the  faculty  for  37  years,  received  a gift  from  the 
college  in  honor  of  her  long  and  devoted  service. 


President  Ferry  also  announced  the  establishment  by 
the  Pine  Manor  Service  League  of  the  Hetty  Shepard 
Wheeler  Fund  for  the  Education  and  Welfare  of  Foreign 
Students.  The  fund  has  been  set  up  in  honor  of  Miss 
Hetty  Shepard  Wheeler,  associate  principal  and  then  aca- 
demic dean  of  Pine  Manor  from  1916  through  1948. 

Nancy  Tilley  received  the  President’s  Cup  for  outstand- 
ing citizenship,  academic  achievement,  and  college  spirit 
during  her  two  years  at  Pine  Manor.  She  won  the  Marie 
Warren  Potter  Award  for  the  highest  academic  record  in 
her  class  and  the  Ruth  Woodman  Russell  Award  for  dis- 
tinction in  history. 

Six  other  seniors  also  received  awards  for  distinguished 
academic  work. 

Sandra  Jansson  was  given  an  award  for  distinction  in 
Spanish;  Penelope  Webb,  the  Constance  Grosvenor  Alex- 
ander Award  for  distinction  in  English;  and  Valerie  O’Dea, 
the  Helen  Temple  Cooke  Award  for  distinction  in  music. 

The  French  Government  Award  for  enthusiasm  and 
interest  in  French  culture  and  the  French  Center  went  to 
Anne  Williams.  Susan  Abernathy  received  a special  award 
for  excellence  in  dance,  and  Jean  Walker  won  the  annual 
Purchase  prize  in  art  for  her  painting,  “Figure  Study.” 

Eight  seniors  were  graduated  with  honor  and  two  with 
high  honor. 

At  Class  Day  exercises  four  seniors  received  Dean’s 
Awards  for  their  contribution  to  the  college:  Barbara  Wil- 
liams, Nancv  Sullivan,  Theodora  Solmssen,  and  Nancv 
Tilley. 

A surprise  reception  was  given  in  honor  of  Mrs.  Lee  as 
one  of  the  events  of  Alumnae  Day.  Several  alumnae  who 
had  appeared  in  productions  directed  by  her  reenacted 
their  roles.

the  president's

The  Commencement  Exercises  of  1962  saw  good 
weather  in  the  main  and  degrees  conferred  on  the 
largest  graduating  class  in  the  history  of  the  college 
— 116.  Festivities  included  a most  enjoyable  alumnae- 
trustee  dinner  at  the  new  campus,  with  poet  David  Mc- 
Cord of  Harvard  making  a witty  and  memorable  com- 
mentary. President  Hugh  F.  McKean  of  Rollins  College 
delivered  an  imaginative  and  very  unusual  address  at  the 
graduation  exercises,  and  it  was  a particular  delight  to 
have  Mrs.  McKean  of  the  class  of  1929  back  on  the 
campus  again.  Mrs.  Fee’s  retirement  from  the  faculty 
after  thirty-seven  years  of  important  teaching  was  properlv 
recognized.  The  formal  presentation  of  a scroll  to  Hettv 
Shepard  Wheeler  signifying  the  establishment  of  a fund 
in  her  name  brought  one  of  Pine  Manor’s  major  figures 
to  the  stage.  The  splendid  choir  gave  its  final  concert;  the 
Off-Beats  sang  together  for  the  last  time;  the  annual  art 
show  was  never  better.  So  the  fifty-first  year  came  to  its 
end,  as  a fine  class  turned  into  a powerful  group  of  new 
alumnae.  The  college  became  quiet  again  for  the  summer 
doldrums,  but  attention  will  soon  turn  to  welcoming  a new 
group  of  freshmen.  The  old  campus  looks  pretty  now, 
but  we  look  forward  to  seeing  students  on  it  once  again, 
for  without  them  “the  college’’  does  not  exist. 

Two  new  trustees  have  joined  the  Board,  both  coinci- 


dental! y from  Houston,  1 exas.  Floyd  H.  Smith,  father  of 
Sharon,  ’62,  and  president  of  Floyd  H.  Smith,  Inc., 
was  elected  a regular  member.  Sara  1 foustoun  Findsey 
was  elected  alumna  trustee  for  a two  year  term.  Both  at 
tended  the  June  12  meeting  of  the  Board.  Anne  Bullivant 
1 larper  completed  her  term  as  alumna  trustee  at  that 
time,  after  two  years  of  important  service  to  the  college. 

I he  American  Alumni  Council’s  recognition  of  the 
1961  Pine  Manor  Alumnae  Fund  as  one  of  the  outstand 
ing  among  the  nation's  schools  and  colleges  was  very  satis- 
fying, particularly  since  an  even  higher  percentage  of 
alumnae  contributed  to  the  1962  fund.  The  one  thousand 
dollar  check  provided  as  recognition  for  the  fund’s  success 
by  the  United  States  Steel  Corporation  is  also  most  wel- 
come. Private  colleges  prosper  today  somewhat  in  direct 
proportion  to  alumnae  interest,  and  this  support  is  very 
much  appreciated. 

Three  long  time  members  of  the  faculty  will  be  off  on 
sabbatic  leaves  in  1962-3  — Graham  P.  Teller  to  study  for 
an  advanced  degree;  Mary  Gegerias  to  complete  work  for 
her  doctorate;  Beverly  Alexander  to  do  advanced  studv  in 
English.  Their  programs  bring  to  nine  the  number  of 
faculty  members  who  have  taken  advantage  of  the  sabbatic- 
leave  plan  since  its  inception  in  1959. 

June  unhappily  brought  the  death  of  two  good  friends 
of  Pine  Manor  — Harry  M.  Gambrel,  trustee  — and 
Eugene  M.  Austin,  President  of  Colby  Junior  College. 
Mr.  Gambrel  was  a fine  man  and  a major  strength  on  the 
Board;  he  will  be  sorely  missed  by  all  of  us  who  worked 
with  him  and  who  had  great  affection  for  him.  Dr.  Austin 
had  often  been  on  our  campus  and  was  an  able  leader  of 
an  outstanding  sister  college.  We  note  the  passing  of 
these  two  unusual  men  in  this  letter  with  deep  regret. 

Many  alumnae  are  familiar  with  the  Ten-Year  Survey 
of  Pine  Manor  graduates’  success  in  transfer  to  senior 
colleges.  It  covers  the  classes  from  1950  through  1959. 
Figures  for  the  classes  of  1960,  1961,  and  1962  are  not  yet 
completely  analyzed,  but  it  is  probable  that  well  over 
70%  * of  graduates  of  the  last  two  years  have  gone  on  to 
other  degree-granting  institutions  as  juniors,  an  enviable 
record  among  junior  colleges.  This  does  not  come  about 
by  accident.  Pine  Manor’s  liberal  arts  program  points 
toward  the  desirability  of  further  study.  Many  students 
who  enter  without  this  in  their  minds  decide  eventuallv 
to  continue,  which  proves  that  the  program  awakens  intel- 
lectual curiosity  and  a real  desire  for  further  education. 
These  figures  underline  the  fact  that  Pine  Manor  is  gen- 
uinely a beginning  college,  not  a finishing  school. 

This  fall  several  alumnae  daughters  will  enter  as  fresh- 
men, continuing  the  rising  number  of  our  group  who  come 
from  alumnae  families.  There  will  be  a complete  story  on 
this  in  late  fall.  However,  it  is  well  to  mention  here  that 
if  your  own  daughter  is  coming  along  soon  it  is  entirelv 
acceptable  to  tell  us  about  her  early  in  her  high  school 
years  so  that  we  can  help  in  planning  her  program.  It  is 
wise  to  have  her  visit  the  college  no  later  than  the  junior 
year.  We  shall  be  much  interested  in  her,  and  shall  be 
glad  to  help  in  introducing  her  to  your  fine  college.

Each  month  sees  new  steps  taken  toward  the  move  to 
Chestnut  Hill.  The  architects  are  developing  plans  that 
preserve  important  traditions  of  the  college  — small  resi 
dence  units,  language  houses,  liberal  arts  facilities,  bicycle 
distances.  They  envision  as  many  single  rooms  as  doubles, 
with  fifteen  students  per  floor  and  thirty  in  each  unit. 
It  is  probable  that  buildings  will  be  done  in  brick  with 
gray  slate  roofs.  The  preliminary  sketch  printed  in  this 
issue  shows  the  profile  of  one  of  the  residence  quadrangles. 
We  shall  try  to  give  you  more  details  as  more  plans  come 
in. 

On  June  21  the  Board  of  Collegiate  Authority  of  the 
Commonwealth  acted  favorably  on  our  petition  to  become 
a separate  corporation,  and  a revised  charter  is  in  the 
process  of  preparation  as  this  is  written.  While  we  shall 
continue  to  operate  within  the  framework  of  the  Dana 
Hall  Schools  until  the  move  is  made,  and  are  most  grateful 
for  the  help  of  the  old  corporation  at  this  time  in  the  con- 
duct of  our  operations,  we  shall  be  a separate  entity  when 
we  arrive  in  Chestnut  Hill. 

Other  steps  are  in  process.  The  firm  of  Kersting,  Brown 
& Co.  is  presently  conducting  a survey  among  many  alum- 
nae and  other  friends.  The  last  few  months  have  brought 
the  addition  of  eight  new  trustees,  and  others  will  be 
elected  during  the  coming  year.  The  college  is  now  ready 
for  the  responsibilities  of  independence. 


We  are  much  encouraged  by  the  strong  support  of 
alumnae  for  the  new  plans  evidenced  by  support  of  the 
alumnae  fund  and  the  resulting  American  Alumni  Coun- 
cil award,  by  the  continuing  generosity  of  parents  and 
others  towards  the  Friends’  Fund,  and  by  the  impressive 
gifts  of  this  year’s  students  (some  $2900.)  There  are 
many  people  interested  in  your  alma  mater,  and  their 
concern  is  essential,  for  such  a move  needs  widespread 
support.  In  just  a few  months  you  will  be  able  to  return 
to  visit  a great  and  beautiful  college  in  Chestnut  Hill,  new 
in  location  and  buildings,  but  familiar  in  its  spirit,  its 
people,  and  its  plan.  The  fall  of  1964  is  not  far  away, 
and  we  propose  to  greet  students  on  the  new  campus 
then. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  the  many  alumnae  who  have 
helped  in  planning  for  the  new  campus,  who  have  thought 
through  problems  with  us  and  given  us  many  sound  ideas. 
It  is  our  hope  that  increasing  numbers  of  you  will  soon 
come  back  to  see  both  the  old  campus  and  the  new,  for 
it  is  hard  to  keep  you  up-to-date  on  plans  through  publica- 
tions alone.  Come  whenever  you  can.  In  the  meantime, 
we  shall  keep  you  posted  on  plans  as  they  develop  through 
this  bulletin  and  by  visiting  with  you  around  the  country 
where  opportunity  permits.

WELL-SCRUBBED  FRESHMEN  FACES  will  not  be  the 
only  new  ones  on  the  Pine  Manor  campus  this 
fall.  Many  new  faculty  members  and  administra- 
tive personnel  have  joined  the  Pine  Manor  staff. 

Instructors  in  the  French,  Art  and  English  departments 
will  be  on  sabbatic  leave  this  year.  Miss  Beverly  Alexan- 
der of  the  English  department  and  director  of  public 
relations,  will  continue  her  studies  in  English  during  the 
first  semester.  Miss  Mary  Gegerias,  head  of  the  French 
department,  will  be  at  Columbia  University  for  the  aca- 
demic year,  working  toward  her  doctorate  in  French.  Mr. 
Graham  P.  Teller,  head  of  the  Art  department,  will  also 
be  on  sabbatic  leave  while  studying  for  a degree  in  the 
Fine  Arts  field  at  Rhode  Island  School  of  Design. 

Mrs.  Harriet  Greene  returns  to  Pine  Manor  this  semester 
after  a fascinating  trip  to  Greece  and  study  at  the  Uni- 
versity of  Massachusetts. 

Many  familiar  faces  will  return  to  Pine  Manor  this  fall 
— alumnae  as  instructors,  administrative  personnel,  and 
even  a former  director  of  admissions  to  teach  a new  course 
in  American  Civilization.  Miss  Betsy  Booth  and  Miss 
Natalie  Grace,  both  alumnae,  join  the  staff  as  instructors 
in  French  and  heads  of  houses.  Miss  Grace  received  a 
B.A.  in  French  from  Smith  College  in  1960.  Since  then 
she  has  taught  English  conversation  at  the  Fycee  d’Etat  at 
Chalons-sur-Marne  in  France,  and  at  the  College  d’En- 
seignement  General  at  Bourbon-Fancy.  Miss  Grace  re- 
ceived a French  government  assistantship  award  and  also 
a Fulbright  travel  grant  in  1960.  Miss  Booth  graduated 
from  Radcliffe  College  in  1960,  and  has  been  studying  in 
France  since  that  time. 

William  E.  Bridges,  formerly  director  of  admissions,  will 
return  in  a new  capacity  this  year  to  teach  the  “Ameri- 
can Civilization”  course.  Mr.  Bridges  is  married  to 
Mondi  Kump,  a Pine  Manor  alumna.  Mondi’s  father  is 
the  architect  who  is  planning  the  new  PM  campus  in 
Chestnut  Hill.  Miss  Jane  Hartman,  instructor  in  physical 
education,  will  return  to  Pine  Manor  after  a year’s  ab- 
sence. 

Also  seeing  the  campus  in  a new  light  this  fall  is  Miss 
Fouise  A.  Cummings,  Pine  Manor  ’60.  Miss  Cummings 
joined  the  Pine  Manor  staff  as  assistant  to  the  director  of 
admissions  in  June.

Mark  received  a Demptster  Fellowship  at  Harvard  and  a 
Tipple  Fellowship  from  Drew.  He  has  traveled  in  the 
Middle  East,  Europe  and  India. 

J.  William  Hess  has  been  appointed  an  instructor  in  his- 
tory, and  adviser  for  the  International  Relations  Club. 
A graduate  of  West  Virginia  University,  Mr.  Hess  also 
earned  his  M.A.  there,  and  is  currently  a candidate  for  a 
Ph.D.  in  history  from  Harvard.  A Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Mr. 
Hess  has  had  articles  published  in  the  New  England 
Quarterly  and  the  Grolier  Encyclopaedia.

A mem- 
ber of  the  Rumanian  Academy,  Dr.  Manoil  was  visit- 
ing professor  at  the  U.  of  Kansas  and  consultant  for  re- 
search and  education  at  the  State  Hospital,  Ossawatomie, 
Kansas.  During  the  last  World  War,  Dr.  Manoil  headed 
the  Rumanian  desk  in  the  language  section  of  the  U.S. 
War  Department’s  Education  and  Information  Division, 
and  edited  language  guides  which  were  used  by  U.S. 
troops.  A Rumanian-English  dictionary  is  also  to  his  credit. 

Theodore  F.  Hoffman  will  teach  physics  at  Pine  Manor 
this  year.  He  holds  an  A.B.  in  chemistry  from  Williams 
College,  and  a certificate  in  meteorology  from  M.I.T.  He 
is  a member  of  the  American  Meteorological  Society. 

G.  Bradley  Seager,  Jr.  has  joined  the  faculty  as  an  in- 
structor in  mathematics.  He  holds  an  A.B.  from  Williams 
College,  an  S.M.  from  M.I.T.  in  meteorolgy,  and  is  now 
studying  at  Harvard’s  Graduate  School  of  Education.  A 


Phi  Beta  Kappa,  Mr.  Seager  has  done  a great  deal  of 
research  in  meteorology. 

Mrs.  Marjorie  Van  Damme  will  become  assistant  librar- 
ian. She  has  a B.A.  from  Queen’s  University  in  Canada, 
and  is  currently  working  toward  an  M.L.S.  at  Simmons 
College. 

Miss  Jane  Connor  has  joined  the  Pine  Manor  adminis- 
trative staff  recently.  As  director  of  publications,  Miss 
Connor  will  edit  the  Pine  Manor  Bulletin,  and  will  also 
handle  public  relations  duties  while  Miss  Alexander  is  on 
sabbatic  leave.  A Radcliffe  graduate,  Miss  Connor  was 
an  editor  at  ferome  Press  in  Boston.  She  edited  Boston’s 
guide  magazine,  theatre  programs,  and  an  FM  guide,  and 
also  was  promotion  manager  for  the  Show  of  the  Month 
Club  and  National  Theatre  Clubs,  Inc.  Miss  Connor 
also  did  publicity  work  for  the  Boston  Arts  Festival. 


The  many  social  and  economic  changes  in  the  last 
century  have  opened  up  vast  new  horizons  for 
women.  The  increasing  demand  for  women’s  ser- 
vices has  been  accompanied  by  new  and  varied  opportuni- 
ties for  their  education  and  training.  Students  at  Pine 
Manor  are  indeed  finding  this  a stimulating  challenge! 

Perhaps  it  is  the  college's  conception  of  its  role  that  has 
caused  so  many  of  its  students  to  seek  further  formal  edu- 
cation upon  graduation.  Liberal  arts  study  at  Pine  Manor 
is  offered  as  a beginning,  rather  than  as  an  end  in  itself. 
One  of  the  purposes  of  the  curriculum  is  to  arouse  in- 
tellectual curiosity;  another  is  to  provide  an  academic  pro- 
gram of  high  caliber  which  will  enable  a girl  to  pursue 
more  advanced  study  without  difficulty  if  she  chooses  to 
do  so. 

Our  program  has  been  increasingly  successful  in  this 
way,  as  is  shown  by  the  increase  in  the  percentage  of 
graduates  continuing  on  in  other  colleges  and  universities. 
Of  the  class  of  1950,  56.2%  went  on  to  other  colleges  and 
universities;  ten  years  later  (class  of  1959)  65.8%.  Two 
years  later  (1961)  it  had  risen  again,  and  74.7  went  on. 
In  our  most  recent  class  (1962)  the  percentage  grew  even 
more:  82.5%  of  the  class  have  been  accepted  and  plan  to 
continue  their  academic  pursuits.  8.6%  of  the  same  class 
plan  to  attend  specialized  schools,  bringing  the  percentile 
for  those  continuing  further  study  to  91.1%.  (Previous 
class  percentiles  also  rise  if  one  includes  students  continu- 
ing in  specialized  non-degree  programs.) 

Students  have  gone  on  to  colleges  and  universities 
throughout  the  entire  country,  as  well  as  to  several  abroad. 
The  classes  of  1960  and  1961  have  gone  on  to  58  colleges 
and  universities,  including  the  University  of  Grenoble,  the 
University  of  Lausanne,  the  University  of  Florence,  the 
University  of  Geneva,  and  the  University  of  Vienna.  Pine 
Manor  graduates  in  the  same  years  have  also  gone  on  to 
Cornell,  the  University  of  Michigan,  Lake  Forest,  North- 
western, the  University  of  North  Carolina,  the  University 
of  Pennsylvania,  and  the  University  of  California.  Among 
the  women’s  colleges  attended  are  Barnard,  Sweet  Briar, 
Mount  Flolyoke,  Vassar,  Goucher,  Hollins,  Finch,  Eliot- 
Pearson  (Tufts),  Wheelock  and  Skidmore. 

Since  a large  percentage  of  our  girls  are  not  New  Eng- 
landers, many  return  to  schools  closer  to  their  homes,  but 
many  others  wish  to  explore  an  entirely  new  geographic 
region.  One  is  apt  to  find  the  New  Yorker  applying  to 
several  schools  in  California.  Still  others  choose  rather 
esoteric  areas  of  study  and  then  must  spend  prolonged 
periods  of  time  exploring  college  catalogues  in  order  to 
discover  just  what  type  of  courses  they  want.  For  exam- 
ple, a student  presently  enrolled  has  found  exactly  what 
she  wants  in  the  Museology  major  at  the  University  of 
Delaware.  With  the  expansion  of  courses  in  both  practi- 
cal art  and  music  in  the  universities,  many  talented  stu- 
dents are  finding  it  possible  to  partake  of  the  broad  aca- 
demic fare  available  in  these  schools,  and  yet  to  receive 
excellent  training  in  their  specializations. 

For  her  two  years  at  Pine  Manor  the  student  has  an 
opportunity  to  survey  what  lies  before  her,  to  decide  where 
she  wants  to  go  and  what  she  wants  to  do.  She  often  even 
begins  planning  for  graduate  study.  I find  it  exciting  to 
share  Pine  Manor  students’  plans  for  the  future,  and  to 
watch  their  enthusiasms  grow!  As  Pine  Manor  continues 
to  fulfill  its  role  as  a “beginning  college,”  it  is  gratifying  to 
see  Pine  Manor  graduates  discover  their  own  capabilities 
and  go  on  to  finish  what  they  have  begun.

Edward  F.  Knowles  of  New  York  and  Boston,  who 
are  currently  at  work  on  the  plans  for  Pine  Manor’s  new 
campus  in  Chestnut  Hill. 

The  first  new  buildings  will  be  two  of  the  three  pro- 
posed residence  quadrangles  and  the  refectory.  Each 
quadrangle  will  consist  of  five  separate  two-story  cottages. 


One  cottage  will  be  a French  residence  and  another  will 
be  devoted  to  students  studying  Spanish.  Each  cottage 
will  house  thirty  students.  The  units  will  be  small  enough 
to  retain  the  sense  of  intimacy  in  dormitory  living  which 
has  been  traditional  at  Pine  Manor.  We  shall  keep  you 
informed  about  these  exciting  developments  during  the 
coming  months,  as  plans  for  the  new  campus  are  being 
explored.

the  new 

language  laboratory 


Spring  fever  had  no  time  to  gain  a foothold  at  Pine 
Manor  this  year;  hammers  were  flying,  electricians, 
carpenters  and  technicians  bustled  around,  and  the 
second  floor  of  the  Library  building  fairly  bulged  with 
crates  and  boxes  The  reason?  Pine  Manor  had  embarked 
on  a new  venture  to  add  to  its  already  unique  and  varied 
language  program,  by  installing  a language  laboratory. 
Language  study  has  always  been  specially  emphasized  at 
Pine  Manor,  not  only  through  the  wide  range  of  language 
courses  offered,  but  also  by  the  two  language  houses  on 
campus,  where  the  pursuit  of  French  and  Spanish  is  car- 
ried on  in  an  informal  fashion.  And  now  the  installation 
of  a language  laboratory  will  enrich  the  two  departments 
in  still  another  way,  by  helping  to  develop  fluent  and 
correct  expression  in  the  foreign  language. 

Before  its  installation,  members  of  the  French  Depart- 
ment had  made  several  excursions  to  those  neighboring 
schools  and  colleges  which  were  using  the  laboratory  sys- 
tem — among  these  were  Tufts,  M.I.T.,  and  Milton  High 
School.  We  learned  a great  deal  from  these  trips,  not  only 
about  the  different  physical  set-ups:  for  example,  size  of 
laboratory,  acoustical  considerations,  and  the  particular 
make  of  the  system  — but  also  about  the  different  methods: 
independent  or  supervised  use  of  the  laboratory,  number 
of  hours  per  week  devoted  to  the  laboratory,  and  type  of 
taped  material  used.

Behind  our  decision  to  include  a laboratory  in  our  lan- 
guage program  was  the  conviction  and  philosophy  that  the 
essential  element  in  learning  a foreign  language  is  repeti- 
tion — constant  drill  and  practice  The  teacher  is  unable 
to  devote  much  of  her  precious  class-time  to  this  aspect 
without  sacrificing  a great  deal  of  the  material  that  she 
wishes  to  cover.  Therefore,  the  addition  of  a language 
laboratory  is  of  invaluable  aid  in  this  area.  The  student 
is  now  able  to  drill  herself  independently  and  consistently, 
thus  increasing  her  comprehension  and  fluency 

Both  the  Spanish  Department  and  the  French  Depart 
ment  have  set  up  a laboratory  program  — consisting  of 
grammar  drill  and  pronunciation  exercises  which  are 
geared  primarily  to  French  and  Spanish  1-2  and  3-4-,  while 
the  more  advanced  courses  use  the  laboratory  to  augment 
their  study  of  literature  by  listening  to  taped  excerpts  of 
great  works. 

Speaking  for  the  French  Department  in  particular,  we 
have  assigned  the  fourth  class  hour  each  week  to  laboratory 
work,  and  it  is  mainly  devoted  to  phonetics  and  phonetics 
drill,  using  passages  of  prose  and  poetry  to  illustrate  cer- 
tain principles  of  phonetics  that  the  student  has  learned 
during  the  year.  The  reading  of  these  passages  have  a 
further  benefit  in  that  they  serve  to  increase  the  student’s 
appreciation  of  French  literature  as  well  as  her  sense  of 
rhythm  and  expression. 
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In  addition  to  this  hour,  one  drill  lesson  in  grammar  is 
assigned  to  the  student.  These  drills  are  designed,  not  to 
be  mimicked,  but  to  stimulate  the  student  to  use  the 
knowledge  which  she  has  accumulated  and  to  think  for 
herself  in  forming  structurally  correct  sentences.  To  illus- 
trate a typical  drill  sentence  — for  example,  the  subjunc- 
tive: 

Directions:  Dans  chaque  phrase,  changer  l’infinitif  pour 
accorder  avec  le  pronom  indique: 

1.  Q:  II  faut  avoir  un  crayon.  — nous. 

A:  II  faut  que  nous  ayons  un  crayon. 

There  is  a space  left  between  the  question  and  the  answer, 
and  the  student  is  expected  to  furnish  the  correct  form 
by  herself;  she  can  then  verify  her  answer  with  the  answer 
given.  Before  the  spring  term  had  begun  at  Pine  Manor, 
we  were  able  to  make  a number  of  master  tapes  incorporat- 
ing grammar  drills,  exercises  in  comprehension,  and  dicta- 
tions. Since  then  our  tape  library  has  expanded,  and  we  are 
continuing  to  add  to  it  as  the  year  goes  on,  so  that  by  next 
September,  we  should  have  quite  a substantial  collection 
of  master  recordings  to  work  with. 


There  is  no  supervision  or  verification  of  the  weekly  drill 
lesson;  the  student  is  responsible  to  herself  alone,  but  at 
the  end  of  a four  to  six  week  period,  a short  oral  test  is 
given  on  the  material  covered. 

In  setting  up  the  laboratory,  Pine  Manor  had  to  deal 
with  limited  space,  and  so  had  to  have  a system  which 
would  easily  reconvert  to  an  ordinary  classroom  for  use 
by  other  classes.  After  much  searching  we  found  a system 
that  seemed  to  be  perfectly  suited  to  our  needs  and  require- 
ments. The  laboratory  consists  of  eighteen  booths  or  posi- 
tions which  can  be  converted  to  desks,  simply  by  lowering 
the  hinged  tops  to  hide  the  equipment.  Each  booth  is 
equipped  with  a tape  deck  and  a set  of  earphones  with  the 
special  feature  of  an  attached  microphone,  through  which 
the  student  can  hear  the  taped  material  emanating  from 
the  master  console  at  the  front  of  the  room,  and  can  also 
participate  in  the  drill  work.  The  master  console  has  three 
channels  and  can  simultaneously  transmit  three  different 
programs  to  three  different  groups  of  students  without  in- 
terference. During  the  classroom  drill  sessions,  the  teacher 
may,  with  the  aid  of  a program  monitor  on  the  control 
panel,  tune  into  any  one  of  the  booths  in  order  to  listen 
to  the  performance  of  any  of  her  students  and  give  indi- 
vidual instruction  where  needed,  without  disturbing  the 
other  students. 

The  student  tape  is  enclosed  in  a cartridge  which  greatly 
reduces  breakage  or  damage  and  increases  efficiency  in  the 
recording  and  rewinding  processes.  There  is  a further 
safety  measure  which  insures  against  the  loss  of  precious 
master  recordings;  the  student  tape  contains  two  tracks: 
the  upper  track  records  the  master  voice  which  is  sent 
out  from  the  master  console,  and  the  lower  track  records 
the  student  voice  which  is  transmitted  from  her  booth. 
In  the  rewinding  process,  only  the  lower  track  can  be 
erased,  thus  allowing  the  student  to  erase  and  drill  herself 
as  many  times  as  she  wishes  without  danger  of  erasing  her 
master  recording.  The  only  way  to  erase  the  master  track 
is  for  the  teacher  to  send  out  a new  master  tape  from  the 
console,  in  which  case  the  previous  material  is  automati- 
cally replaced. 

The  reaction  to  the  laboratory  has  been  very  enthusias- 
tic, both  by  student  and  faculty.  A number  of  girls  have 
undertaken  supplementary  independent  work  in  addition 
to  the  hours  required  of  them;  they  use  the  laboratory  to 
drill  themselves  on  pronunciation  or  on  certain  grammati- 
cal constructions  which  give  them  trouble,  and  even  in 
the  short  period  since  April,  they  have  been  able  to  see 
improvement  in  their  fluency.  The  laboratory  helps  enor- 
mously in  building  of  confidence  in  a foreign  language, 
and  many  girls  who  previously  were  reluctant  to  speak  in 
class  are  now  finding  it  much  easier.  Various  members  of 
the  faculty  are  using  the  laboratory  for  the  expansion  of 
their  own  foreign  language  development  — in  German 
and  Italian  as  well  as  French  and  Spanish. 

As  we  have  worked  with  the  laboratory,  numerous  pos- 
sible modifications  have  presented  themselves  — both  in 
the  programming  of  the  master  tapes  and  in  their  distribu- 
tion and  incorporation  into  the  main  body  of  the  course, 
and  by  next  September  we  hope  to  have  crystallized  it  to 
a great  extent,  so  that  we  may  embark  on  a full  and 
enriching  year  in  the  language  departments.

From  1941  to  1943  she  was 
state  supervisor  of  the  National  Citizenship  Educational 
Program,  and  in  1943  was  appointed  executive  secretary 
of  the  Governor’s  Committee  for  Racial  and  Religious  Un- 
derstanding in  Massachusetts.  She  has  been  a board  mem- 
ber of  the  National  Catholic  Conference  for  Interracial 
Justice  and  was  first  president  of  the  Catholic  Interracial 
Council  of  Greater  Boston. 

Mrs.  Mahoney  was  the  first  president  of  the  Pine 
Manor  Alumnae  Association  and  has  served  twice  as  presi- 
dent. She  was  also  Pine  Manor’s  first  alumna  trustee. 

Her  husband,  Professor  John  J.  Mahoney,  first  Lincoln 
Filene  Professor  of  civic  affairs  at  Tufts,  received  a similar 
honorary  degree  from  Tufts  in  1959. 

President  Nils  Y.  Wessell  of  Tufts  cited  Mrs.  Mahoney 
in  conferring  the  degree:  “Humanitarian,  practical  idealist, 
firm  believer  in  the  dignity  of  all  men,  yours  is  the  proud 
record  which  marks  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts 
in  the  field  of  economic  and  educational  opportunity  for 
all,  regardless  of  race  or  creed.”
